An American Sea Captain Arrested for 


Violating the Neutrality Laws, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, April 24.—Deputy Marshal Curtis and 
Capt. Holmes arrested in Harlem festerday Capt. 
John O’Brien, who commanded the Aumer- 
ican §8=—.s steamship City of Mexico when 
she arrived at this port on April 
17 with a cargo of cocoanuts and tropic fruits from 
a Central American port. The steamer, lying at 
pier 46 North River, bas been libeled by the United 
States authorities. She ie owned by Lord & Aus- 


tin. On Marctl1 she cleared from New York for 
Boca Del Toro,a friendly port in the Colombian 
States. Sne cleared in ballast. Itvis alleged that 
on the same night, under coverof darkness, she 
steamed over to Brook.yn, and -after there taking 
aboard a load of arms and ammunition from 
lignters, she dropped downthe bay early nex t 
morning and went to sea, It is alieg ed that O’Drien, 
temporarily in command for this voyage, was not 
a licensed sea captain, though he had run on the 
Sound, out had no other credentials. He ordered 
the first mate, itis alieged, for Sabinalia, an insig- 
nificant port in the Colombian States, where 
the arms, etc., were landed from 
lighters, and kanded over tothe insurgent forces, 
this operation appearing in the ship's logas “‘‘dis- 
embarkation of troops, etc.” The oniy “troops” 
aboard at tue time of the transaction were the ship's 
crew of about forty men. 
HOSPITALITIES TO INSURGENTS. 
It is further alleged that Capt. O'Brien extended 
the hospitalities of his steamer to several insurgent 
enerals, a body of insurgent troops, and a military 
nd, and, with these visitors abvard, headed the 
vessel for Rio De La Hatcha, flying the American 
flag. This port isin possession of the Colombian 
Government. The Mexico was approached in tne 
harbor by two reguiar customs oftficiais, who were 
promptly seize. by tne iosurgents and confined 
under arrest. There was lying iv the harbor at the 
time an armied schooner belonging to the Colombian 
Governments, and it is alleged that at a hasty couccil 
of war heii by these insurgents, under cover of the 
American flag, it was resolved to board and capture 
the schooner, using the insurgent troops for tue 
attack, but that the plan was frustrated by the op- 
positon of the chief officer of the v who 
warned t. O'Brien that it wo be a 
rant act of piracy, and thatif such a thiag were 
aitempted the schooner’s gun’s would sink the ship. 
Then, it is asserted, the Mexico, with the insurgents 
and captured Guvernment Officiais aboard, steamed 
out of the harbor and returned to Sabinilla,.where 
the yengers disembarked. Finaily the steamer 
headed for Boca Del Toro, for which port she had 
been c eared from New York. Here, with ali pos- 
sible dispatch she was loaded up with the harmless 
cocoanuts, and got her papers, and she arrived 
back at New York with a ciean record.

New York, April 24—Mrs. Louise Estelle True 
man’s matrimonial life extends oniy four years, and 
yet, according to the declarations filed in a suit for 
divorce against her husband, George T. Truman, 
she has had a :nost extraordinary experience. Her 
husband is represented to be worth $50,000, Trn- 
man was arrested upon an affidavit made by his 
wife that he was about to leave the State. She has 
begun proceedings in the Supreme Court for an ab- 
solute divorce, and although the order of arrest 
was granted in December last, he was not taken in- 
to custody until April 17. He is now confined in 
jail. In her affidavit Mrs. Truman says she was 
married on April 20, 1880, in San Francisco, Ac 
cording to her story, within a day or two after 


their marriage he began to abyse her, 
notwithstanding the fact that she was tinvally 
under the care of doctors. Five days after their 
marriage they started for Chicago. Upon their 
arrival in Chicago they stopped inthe Tremont 
House.

Bogy’s frieuds made no objection to the appoint-

All of these preliminaries of course took time, 
and accordingly it was about half-past 8 
o’clock last evening before the whole party, which 
included half-a-dozen West End society men, had 
gathered in the stable of the rear of 3335 Pine 
street. .

Round 8.—-Both men came to the scratch ready 
for business. Bogy tapped Winter ip the chest be- 
fore the sparring had really begun, and the two 
men clinched and went down, Bogy falling heavily 
on Winter. 

Rounp 4.—Both men seemed rather worked up 
apd excited, and Winter was looking a little groggy 
after his fall. The two kept apart for a minute or 
two, sparring warily. They fought entirely around 
the room looking foran opening and not finding

Both of the plucky young gladiatots are well- 
known and widely respected in St. Louis.

WON'T MEET THE CUT. 


Chicago Roads Hauling.Froight at 
: Less Than Cost. 
————— eal 


The Missouri Pacific Refuses to Stand by 
the Interests of St. Louis as Against Chi- 
cago—Notes and Gossip. 


Freight rates to Council Bluffs and Omaha out of 
Chicago have gone as low as 5 cents per 100 pounds, 
while the very lowest rate quoted out of here has 
been 10 cents per 100. With over 200 miles distance 
in favor of St. Louis, the roads out of here are per- 
mitting Chicago houses to stock the entire western 
country, which ordinarily should be tributary to St.. 
Louis, by not coming down to the same figure or a 
littie iower, if possible, than is charged by Chicago 
roads. A Post-Disparca reporter ‘talked with the 
chief clerk in the office of the General Traffic Man- 
ager of the Missour: Pacific on the subject this 
morning, but the railway man was inclined to 
differ with the reporter, who queried, “Why is it 
you do not meet the Chicago rates?” . 

“Because we bave not goue crazy yet.’ 

“Does it not seem to you that Chicago houses 
will stock that portion of the country with such 
rates prevailing?” 

“Well,” and this was all the railway repre- 
sentative had to say. : 

A prominent. iumbertman, speaking on the sub- 
ject, said: ‘This is precisely the manner in which 
they treated us last fall. The lumber trade became 
duli, and several Chicago firms were on the verge of 
becoming financially pinched, when the railroads 
out of that city vegan slashing rates in a great 
style. The extreuely low gure of 5 cents 

r 100 pounds prevailed, but Wwe 
couldn't get the roads .- here to 
meet it, What was the result? Why monied men 
in Kansas City, Atchison and other pots in that 
vicinity began buying Chicago lumber as fast as it 
coud be hauled. Suiid trains of lumber went out 
of Chicago. Ove Chicago firm evey went so far as to 
move its entire yard to Kansas City, knowing tbat 
rates would be doubled and tripled in a short time. 
To-day there are milions gf Chicago lumber in our 
territory, where there are fot huadreds of St. Louis 
stock. ‘The same state of affairs wili certainly ex- 
ist in regard to other articies, unless the St. Louis 
lines meet the rates made by Cuicago lines.” 

“But,” said the reporter, “the Pacific refuses to 
haul at losing figures.” 

“Well, there is this much about it; if the roads 
don’t stand by St. Louis trade in times like these, 
they will nut have any trade to stand by when 
rates are restored, Chicago houses will flood the 
territory, which with proper rates belong to St. 
Louis. They will flood it so strong that it will take 
over a year to exlaust the supply and during that 
time, the St. Louis houses will not have any orders 

consequently, no shipments to 


“Why can’t St. Louis houses cut their prices a 
little and make up the difference in this way?” 

“Because to get ther goods from the Eastern 
inarkeis, they are obiiged to pay a much larger 
rate than Chicago houses. I on.y nope the railroad 
Offiicials will look at this matter im the proper 
light.” 

At present there, seems to be no inclination to 
keep even with the Chicago rates.

~ A ORISIS IN EGYPT. 


France Suspends all Offi 
tions With the Khedivo’s 
Government. 


Egypt Offers a Conditional Apology 
—The French Consul General 
Ready to Start for Home—Excite- 
ment in Paris and Alexandria—The 
Royal Party in Ireland—The Explo- 
sion in the Admiralty Building— 
Foreign News. 


Carro, April 24.—M. Barrere, the Consul-General 
of France to Egypt, has been instructed by his Gov- 
ernment to suspend all official relations with Egypt 
and to make the declaration to the Government of 
Egypt that France declines to sanction the Egyp- 
tian financial convention, and reserves to herself 
complete liberty of action. . 

EGYPT OFFERS AN APOLOGY 

M. Barrere has delayed his departure from Cairo. 
It is stated that Egypt now offers to compromise 
the dispute with France concerning the seizure and 
suppression of the Bosphore Ezyptien by making 
an apology and by admitting that her officials 
violated the rights of domicile of the publisher, 
the apology, however, to contain no allusion to the 
seizure of the Bosphore Egyptien. 

THE FRENCH CONSUL LEAVES CAIRO. 

Lonpon, April 24.—A telegram fromAlexandria to 
the Exchange Telegraph Company states that the 
French Consul-General hasinformed the Khedive 
and Nubar Pasha, the Egyptian Foreign Minister, 
of his instructions to suspend official relations with 
the Government of Egypt. The same telegram 
also states that the Consu!l-General has left Cairo 
for Alexandria to embark for Europe.

C. Arthur Preller’s Remains to Rest There 
Temporarily—The Verdict. 

The murderof G@ A. Preller, at the Souther n 
Hotel, excited a wide-spread feeling of horror. Ten 
days have elapsed since the ghastly discovery was 
made, and during that time the general sympathy 
for the relatives of the murdered man has, changed 
to wonder at the inactivity of the friends, regarding 
the disposition of the body. When it 
became known that the deceased had no relatives 
in this vicinity and that no provision had been made 
for burying the body except to give it a placein 
Potters’ Field, Mr. J. W. Peckington and some 
English friends called on Coroner Niedelet and 
offered to take charge of the body. This permis 
sion. could not be given until tne conclusion 
of the inquest, and in the mean- 
telegraphed to Kagiand. “A ecautily-worded answar 
telegra to nd. A scantily-worded answer 
from the relatives, through J. F. Dixon, Prelier’s 
employer, was sent to Mr. Schlesinger, a cousin of 
the d . living in New York, asking bim to 
take cares of the body. He then forwarded to 
Rev. Dr. Brooks a message to have the body given 
decent burial. Later, however, he telegraphed to 
dispose of the body and 
subject to family this, 
no further instructions have been received. Cir- 
cuit Attorney Clover deemed the presence of some 
relative, necessary on this and other accounts, and 
telegraphed. asking him to come on to this city. 
An answer was received, stating that he could not 
come. Rev. Dr. Brooks, who until the murder, had 
no acquaintance with the persons connected with 
Preller, and who, even now, has no personal 
acquaintance with Mr. Schlesinger, turned the 
telegrams over, and they are now in the fhands of 
Messrs. Harrigan & Cullinane. 

This evening Preiler’s body will be given to the 
undertakers ‘and to-morrow, at 2 p. m., the funeral 
services will take place at the o of Messrs. 
Harrigan & Cullinane, No. 2620 Morgan street. 
After the services the body will be taken to 
Bellefontaine Ceme and temporarily placed 
in a vault, i no more efinite 
instructions are received from Engiand or New 
York, The effects of Preller are stil) stowed away 
inthe property-room at the Four Courts. This 
will probably be surrendered to the Public Admin- 
istrator, who has inspected the baggage already.

Court-room No. 5 was crowded this morning with 
attorneys eager to hear Judge Thayer's ruling on 
the demurrer to the application of Emile Thomas 


for a writ of mandamus on Recorder Hoblitzelle to 
compel an inspection of the registration and poll 
books of the last election. The Court held that the 
“registration lists’ which are  interchange- 

ably called “poll books,” are pub- 
lic _ records in the sense that they 
are kept in the custody of a public officer and are 
records required to be made by the judges and clerks 
of election. The general rule of common law is that 
any citizen bas a right to inspect a public record or 
document in which he has an individual interest. 

Such inspection must of course be subject to certain 
rules and regulations Subject t6 such limitation 
and the further one that the inspection is not against 
any pronounced public policy, the right 
of the citizen’ to inspect is absolute. 
Certain public records, such as court proceedings, 

may be inspected at will, even asa matter of curi- 

osity. Others, however, may not be inspected at 

will,nor will a court enforce an iuspection unless it is 
shown that the party seeking it bas some iegitimate 
end in view. The “poll books” here in 
controversy were of this latter class of records. 

The court.is of opinion that the burden is not on the 
relator, Thomas, to show some express statute 
authorizing an inspection of the records 
here in controversy, but on the respondent, Hob- 
litzelle, to show some statute denying that right, 
or thai the public interest is oppesed to the exer- 
cise of the privilege in question, The act of March 
81, 1583, contains no express denial of the right 
which the relator seeks to exercise. If it 
js  interdicted by that act it is only 
by inference, and the only question is 
whether the Legislature intended by that inference 
to pluce the poll books in the same category with 
the votes cast at the election, The court answers 
this question in the negative. There is nothing in the 
act or its provisions to show that the 
Recorder of Voters may not permit an inspection 
of these books under such reasonable regulations as 
will look to the preservation and safe-keeping of the 
records. The twentieth section of the act pro- 
vides that at the close of the 
Polis the poll books and ballot- boxes 
shall be returned to the Recorder of Voters. The 

baliot-boxes containing the bailots are to be sealed 
by the judges of election and not to be opened ex- 
cept by an order of court. The poll books, how- 
ever, are to be pubiicly examined at tne time of the

It is only natural that the -prospect of a war 

between England and Russia should awaken 
an unusual interest in naval circles. The 
navy of today is wholly a modern idea, 
evolved from the duel between the Monitor 
and the Merrimack. That contest in Hampton 
Roads rendered all existing war vessels obso- 
lete, and since then there have been only two 
naval engagements between modern armored 
sea-going war vessels. The first was the battle 
of Lissa in the war of 1866, in which the 
Italian fleet under Admiral PERSANO was de- 
feated by the Austrian fleet under TEGETHOFF. 

The other was the engagement in October, 

1879, between the Peruvian iron-clad Huascar 
and the Chilian Almirante Cochran. During 
the Franco-Prussian war the French fleet was 
unable to do more than cruise off the German 

coast, and during the war between Russia and 

Turkey no naval engagements were risked. 
Since the construction of the great Italian 
iron-clads, the Duilio and Dandolo, the floating 
fortresses of the great naval powers have been 
built on a new scale of defensive and offensive 
strength, and a sea-fight between England and 
Russia would be a most interesting event. 


THE first of a course of eight lectures of more 

than ordinary value and interest is to be given 

to-night by JOHN FISKE, recently appointed 

by the directors of Washington University 

to the chair of American History. These 

lectures were delivered in Boston a few 
months ago, and were described as ‘‘the most 
remarkable series of lectures on American his- 

tory that has ever been given.” The period to 
be treated is that between the end of the War 

of Independence and the adoption of the pres- 
ent Constitution; those years of anxiety which 

Mr. Fiske very properly calls “the critical 

period of American history.” We are thus to 
have again the pleasure of hearing the reading 
of advanced sheets from the ‘‘History of the 

American People ;” these lectures being really 
chapters of Prof. Fisxn’s forthcoming work. 
Those who have already heard the earlier chap- 
ters, which have been read here, need no ad- 
vice as to the pleasure and advantage to come 
from these lectures; any who have not in for- 
mer years heard his graphic narrative, clothed 
in a manly, vigorous style, will do well 
to improve the present opportunity. The 
generosity of Mrs. Mary Hemenway of 
Boston enables the University to offer these 
lectures at a merely nominal fee. The interest 
of the subject and the reputation of the lecturer 
should insure large audiences throughout the 
course,

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Very few people have un. 
derstood how we came to be represented iv the 
Congo Conference. It has always been the policy 
of thiscountry tohold itself aloof from ali ea. 
tangling foreign relations. It now appears that the 
whole enterprise covered a convenient little Amer. 
ican railroad scheme. Blue Ribbon Sanford, who 
was our Minister to Belgium during the war, wag 
the originator of the affair. 
ministration he was a very eager candidate for a 
foreign appointment. He has had for a number 
of years large orange plantations in Florida, 
It was he who persuaded President Arthur to go 
to Florida one year ago last spring, althouch 
he did not succeed in ‘obtaining from Arthur 
throngh his entertainments any foreign appoint 
ment of importance, yet he did succeed in getting 
the Administration to indorse the proposition to 
send @ representative to take part in the Conzo 
Conference. Through the recommendation of the 
Administration Congress also appropriated $5.00 
for the annual pay of aconsular agent at Conco 
In. addition to this, $10,000 was further appropriated 
by Congress tobe placed atthe disposal of the 
consular agent for the encouragement of American 
commercial interest, in that section of the world. 
Kasson, who wasa great friend of Sanford’s, was 
designated by the Administration as the 
rep resentative of this Government in the Confer- 
ence. Afterthis was done, Sanford gotthe Ad.- 
ministration to appoint him as an assistant to Kas- 
son. Heagreed toserve without pay and it was 
understood that the vote of the two representatives 
was to be cast as one by Mr. Kasson. The object of 
the whole enterprise was shown two days after the 
meeting of the Conference. Sanford offered a prop. 
osition to the Conference authorizing the building 
of arailroad around the Fails of the Congo River. 
This was the point of his entire intrigue. He had 
tten the Government invoivedin a new line of 
oreign policy simply to help out a railroad scheme 
of his. The consular agent who was appointed to 
Congo was a friend of his, and in the enterprise. 
The failure upon the part of Congress to back up 
the Congo venture killed a very nice railroad 
scheme. ,

Sanford is one of the most daring of speculators. 
He was involved ina number of scandals during 
the war when he wasour minister to Belgium. One 
of the principal scandals with which he was con- 
nected was the celebrated French arms intrigue, 
which was exposed and denounced by Carl Schurz 
when be was Senator. Sanford made a great dea! 
of money during the war, and, after the tashion of 
many speculators, his great fortune ran through his 
hands a few vears afterwards. Several years ago 
he went to Florida and has again gotten on his feet 
finacially, through the successful management of s 
large number of orange plantations. He Las come 
to Washington a good deal during the last year or 
two. He has entertained here with a direct 
view of furhering some of his numerous specul& 
tive schemes. He is one of the most persistent 
oi toadies, and cringes before an official titie with 
abject servility. e won his title of “Blue Ribbon” 
Sanford by. his giving a reception, to which he in- 
vited anumber of prominent people. He placed 
the diplomatic and highest titled guests in one room 
and tied a blue ribbon across the door between it 
and the other rooms, so asto keep out the guosts 
of lower rank.

‘the following interview with General Stone, en- 
gineer in chief of ihe pedestal, which was published 
Wednesday in tie WoRLD: 

“What is the present state of the work on the 
pedestal, General?” : 

“You are awarethat the foundation mass of 
9250 tons of concrete was finished last year in 
May, and the building of the pedestal prover, of 
granite and beton, was commenced. That work 
continued until the funds were nearly exhausted 
and the cold weather came on, when building 
ceased and work wae carried on only at the 

uarries, where we continued to get out and cut 
the granite. When work ceased in building the 

destal was up to tbe ninth course of masonry. 

here will be forty-six courses of granite in the 
finished pedestal, so there are thirty-six courses 
yet to bujld.”’ 

“Is any of the stone prepared?” 

“Oh, yes. A large quantity. Three courses are 
already at Bedioe’s Isiand, ready for setting, while 
atthe quarries at Lute’s Island there are five 
courses dressed all ready to ship, and five courses 
on which the cutters are at work; so that in a short 
time the stone for one-half the height will be ready 
for setting.” 

“The statue, it is said, is made of sheet copper. 
What will hold it in form when set up, and how will 
it be attached to the Pedestal?” 

“Inside the sheet copper there will bea very 
strong framework of wrought iron, consisting of 
four iarge, angular pillars, braced with iron Ba 
bottom totop. This iron structure is to come from 
France with the statue, and weighs about 120 tons 
—much more, in fact, than the statue itself. 

“This iron framework will rest upon and be at- 
tached to two strong steel girders which we shall 

lace on the top of the Pedestal, and these two gir- 

ers will have two others directly under them at 
right angles. About s:xty feet below the top of 
the Pedestal there will be two other pairs of steel 
irders, which will be connected with those on top 


anchored to the masonry ‘and held securely by the 
weight of the Pedestal itself.”

MUST BE STAMPED OUT. 


A Special Session of the Legislature 
Said to be Necessary. 


Baily’s Entire Herd at Peoria, Ul, to 
be Killed—Interesting Interview 
With President Haarstick of the 
Merchants’ Exchange—Prompt Meas- 
ures Necessary to Check the Spread 
of Pleuro-Pneumonia. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Prorta, Itu., April 24.—Since the outbreak of 
pleuro-pneumonia last October in the Jersey herd 
of O. J. Bailey of this city, the herd has been 
divided into three divisions. On Monday a cow in 
the middle division manifested signs of the disease, 
and Dr, Paaren, State Veterinarian, was telegraphed 
for by Mr. Bailey. Yesterday another came down 
with the disease. On thea al of Paaren it was 
decided to kill allthe cattle in this division, ten in 
number, A t-mortem examination showed all 
the cattle to be diseased. Of the cattle killed there 
were seven grades and three thoroughbred Jerseys. 
One short-horn was afflicted, which upsets the theory 
that only Jerseys contract it, The cattle killed 
were appraised at $1,785. So far Mr. Bailey has 
lost twenty-two head; the droveonn 7 | sry bs dg 
have as yet not shown symptoms of the disease, 
But it is the inion of some that the entire herd 
will have to killed. They are in quarantine,

Money and Laws Wanted. 

The Merchants’ Exchange was to-day principally 
exercised over the question of pleuro-pneumonia 
among the cattle of Central Missouri. it will be re- 
membered that Gov. Marmaduke asked President 
Haarstick of the Merchants’ Exchange, if possible, 
to rajse $20,000 for the suppression of the.disease. 
A conference was held yesterday between Mayor 
Francis, President Haarstick of the Exchange and 
President Hunter of the National Cattle and Horse 
Growers’ Association, in which tbe situation was 
discussed, It was belleved that there would 

deal of difficulty in raising 

St. Louis, according to the 
Governor's request. It was finally determined that 
Col. Hunter should prepare a rege to the Gov- 
ernor, to cai! an extra session of the Legislature, to 
take cognizance of the danger to the cattle interests 
of the State. 

A reporter met President Haarstick this morning 
and asked him what were the reasons for the speci 
Session. 

“It seems to us,” said Mr. Haarstick, “that, in 
the first piace, the sum of $20,000 is altogether in- 
sufficient for the purposes of the case, To stamp 
out the disease, with the foothold that it now has, 
will cost at least a couple of hundred thousand dol- 
lars. Jt is not an easy thing to raise $20,000 in 
St. Louis now. Nobody has made any money for 
some time past, and it is a matier of much difficul- 
ty. We areall willing to pay our share, and the 
only way in which each man can pag his sLare is Ip 
taxes to the State. This question of pleuro-pneu- 
monia has become a public one. It should be met 
by the State, not by private enterprise. Besides 
that, as I said before, $20,000 is altogether inade- 
quate to the necessities of the case. It will take a 
great deal of money.” 

“And you will also need quarantine laws?" 

“Yes. That is one of the chief reasons for 
calling the extra session. You see we have 
practically no quarantine law that amounts to 
anything. Suppose that you are the owner of an 
infected cow, the authorities can not kill the beast 
without paying you your idea of the value. It does 
not make any difference how extravagant an esti- 
mate you may put upon tbe animal, that sum must 
be paid to you before the cow can be destroyed. 
Of course that is all wrong. The Legislaiure will 
have to pass a law which will permit the sanitary 
authorities to kill infected cattle on a fair basis of 
value, and the chief purpose ofthe extra session 
would be to secure the passage of such laws." 

“Do you think the Governor will call the Legis- 
lature together?” 

“T have no doubt of = it, It is 
the only thing to be done. You see 
we are thrown entirely upon our own resources in 
this matter. Mr. Coiman, the Commissioner of 
Agricuiture, can do nothing for us. We must have 
the money and the laws to suppress the disease 
among the cattle, Theonly way that the money 
can be raised or the laws isby a special 
session.” 

“Has the petition n pared yet?” 

“Col. Hunter is S Wael uaon it to-day. He will 
get up the petition tothe Governor asking him to 
convene the Legislature, and will see to getting the 
signatures of tae stock men to jit. Oa ‘Change 
here, as far as 1 have been able to 
discover we will have the _ signatures 
of every member of this body to the document, for 
everybody feels the same way on the + a ane 

“How soon will the session be calied?” 

“it ought to be done as soon as possible, for every 
day’s delay makes the situation so much the worse. 
I suppose we will get the papers away to Jefferson 
City by Monday, and I think the Governor will be 
found at one with us in our view of the necessities 
of the case.” 

The petition will probably be presented for signa- 
tures on ‘Change to-morrow. 


Chasing a Suspected Bull, 

“If the people of Hickory County could determine 
the matter, there would be a special session of the 
Legislature without a day of unnecessary delay,” 
said Senator Baldwin yesterday afternoon. 

“Why, Hickory County is not near enough to the 
pleuro-pneumonia region to feel much interest in 
the question, is it?” 

“Well, you'd think so, if you were to try to take 
a head of stock through there. Why, 
the whole southwestern part of the State 


is all excited about it. A _ little incident 
occurred last Sunday that will show 
how they feel about it there. Two men came 
through our town in Hickory County with one of 
the largest buils lever saw. It was nearly as high 
asahorse. The animal was very much admired, 
but the men in charge avoided saying where they 
bought him, or where they were taking him. After 
they bad left in the direction of Polk County, the 
fact got noised about that the bull had come m 
Callaway, and that the men had bought it for $100. 
The excitement was almost as great as a riot would 
produce. Asaquadof ten men was immediately 
made up and mounted, and they took the 
trail of the men with the bull. Their determination 
was to overhaul them if possible before reeching 
the Polk county line. The bull having cost $100, it 
was the purpose of the pursuers to divide the cost 
equally among themselves and the two men in 
charge of the brute, and after thus making good 
the loss, to slaughter and burn the animal. This 
would have been an assessment of $8.38 0n each 
pursuer and the same on each of the fugitives. 
the latter, however, must have known the danger, 
because they left the road and 
took to the woods as soon as ble, 
and they reached the Polk County line without be- 
ing captured. Why, if a special session would cost 
ten times as much money as is estimated, the peo- 
ple of the Southwest would favorit, One county 
raises an immense corn crop, bat never shipsa 
bskue!. The stock interest overshadows all others, 
and an infectedanimal would do incaculable damage. 
Stockinen feel that they are standing on a powder 
mine all the time, because cattle are being smug- 
gied quietly out of Callaway constantly. You wy d 
not know it, - but two car loads 
came right here to St. Leuis. It is our 
belief that it would pay tne State to buy every sin- 
gle head of cattle in Callaway and slaughter and 
burn them, even though it cost $500,0U0 todo it. 
When England spent ,000,000 in rooting out the 
disease, Missouri cannot afford to trifle with it.”

DESERVED HIS FATE. 


Execution of Columbus L. Moffitt at 
Dallas, Ark., This Morning. 


The Slayer of Farmer Wehaunt Pays the Pen- 
alty of His Orime—Moffiitt’s Repeated 
Escapes From Jail and Final Trial—The 
Doomed Man Maintains His Innocence to 

the Last. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Datuas, Arx., April 24.—Columbus L. Moffiit was 
hanged here at noon to-day for the murder of Wilil- 
iam Wehunt. Thegxecution was public and was 
witnessed by a large concourse of people’ The 
doomed man maintained his innocence to the last, 
and met his fate without a tremor. , 


MOFFITT S CRIME, 
In the month of June, 1882, young Moffitt, then 
just past his 17th year, shot and killed William W e- 
unt, who was a well-to-do farmer living in Polk 
County, near the Indian Territory line. The object 
of the murder was robbery. Moffitt, who had lived 
with relatives in the vicinity of Wehunt’s farm, 
conceived the idea that Wehunt was possessed of 
a larze sum of money, which he kept 
concealed somewhere in the house, and he 
Treselved to secure it. He adopted the 
plan of a sneak,thief, and to carry out his purpose, 
chose daylight, when be thought the inmates of 
the house would all be absent in the fields. On the 
afternoon of the crime, he appeared at the edges of 
the woods which skirted tue Wehunt farm. , We- 
hunt was busy plowing and his wife was at auodther 
point, some distance away. Both commanded a 
view of the house and approach to it unobserved, 
was impossible, Motfit, who previousiy had trouble 
with his victim, knew that he would not be per- 
mitted to come on the premises, and the only way 
he could carry out his purpose was to kJ] Wehunt, 
thus opening @ passage to the house. He encory, 
ingiy concealed himself and awaited his oppoF- 
tunity. Wehunt finally came within shoot- 
ing distance and Moffitt fired. The 
deadly aim did its work, and Wehunt fell dead 
across his plow. Moffitt rusbed up and rifled his 
kets, and then ran to the residence and piundered 
t from gariet to celiar, securing less than a 
hundred dollars in money. As he emerged from 
the house with his booty be was confronted by Mrs. 
Wehunt, who had come to ascertain the cause of 
the gunshot. She calied on him to stop. He made 
no reply, but continued his flight and disappeared 
in the timbers. 
Moffitt’s career since the crime has been none the 
less remarkable than the foul deed itself. For 
almost three years he roamed about 


at 
arrested imprisoned 
three times before being breught to trial. Breaking 
jail at Dallas after a short confinement, he was at 
liberty a year. When again he was taken 
to the Hot Springs Jail. Two weeks later be suc- 
ceeded in escaping. and evaded capture until two 
months ago, when, he was ain arrested, recom- 
mitted to the Dallas Jail, and chained to the floor. 
His trial followed a week iater. He was ably de- 
fended, but his case was hopeless,and he was 
aan convicted and sentenced. Extra precau- 
ns were then taken to prevent his escape. A 
ard was placed over him, and he was taken to the 
ail at Arkadeiphia, where he remained until yes- 
terday, when under a stroag guard he was removed 
for execution. 

The unfortunate youth claims he is not yet 
of age and his boyish appearance verrified the 
statement. He was smail of stature and bore a good 
open countenance, but his dark, restless eye clouded 
what was otherwise au innocent expression. Wien 
he felt the gallows was near at hand he refrained to 
talk, but stoutly asserted his~ingzocence waen tle 
crime was referred to, .

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A JUDGE'S JAMBOREE,

Justice Sheehan and Lawyer White’ 
Have a Tussle This Morning. 


—, 
—— 


An Attempt to Repair the Judge’s Room 
the Cause—A Forcible Entry Resisted— 
The Judge Lands on Top. 


The old Times building, on the northeast corner 
of Broadway and Chestnut street, which is now go- 
ing through a process of renovation, was rudely 
shaken to-day, by a sensational fracas that has kept 
the hallways pretty well ornamented witb police- 
men allday. Between 8 and 9o'clock this morning, 
Justice of the Peace Patrick Sheehan 
entered his office, + room 4, facing 
on Chestnut street, and discovered that the door 
leading to the room just west and on the corner had 
been broken through; that heavy timbers had been 
placed horizontally across the doorway, and that 
his office furniture had been considerably disturbed. 
A pile of bricks lay on the floor, part of the wall 
had been torn out, and the office looked as if the 
bricklayers were making ready to put in a day's 


work. On the other side of the improvised barri- 
cade stood E. J. White, the lawyer and agent for 
the property and a squad of police under Sergeant 
Sharpenburg. Justice Sheehan had scarcely en- 
tered by the regular entrance when Mr. White ad- 
vanced to the recently made opening and indicated 
@ desire to climb right over the beams at once. 
JUSTICE SHEEHAN, 
who is a compactly built man, placed him- 
self on the other side and warned the 
attorney that a proper regard for his personal safe- 
ty ought to induce him to keep out of the premises. 
This in nowise having an appreciable effect in snb- 
duing Mr. White's ardor, the police were calied upon, 
but before they could get their hands on him Mr’ 
White had leaped over the temporary obstruction 
and grabbed Sheehan by the throat. Mr. White, 
being very gritty, but not overly strong, 
was soon at a disadvantage in the scuffle with the 
representative of the law. They threw each other 
around fora few brief seconds, but final’y by a 
dexterous trip the Judge Jandel his assailant on 
the floor and placed his kneeon his neck. Mr. 
White, suddenly realizing the awkwardness of his 
position, manifested a desire to arise, whereupon 
the Judge magnanimousiy called to the police to 
assist the prostrate attorney tohis feet. When 
this was done, and both parties faced each other 
again, it was found that neither was injured, as 
the close quarters and briefness of the struggle hag 
prevented any biows being given. Tae office, how. 
ever, where justice erstwhiie beld her dignigegd 
court, presented an appearance tant 
would have made the ROd dogs 
weep if she were not blindfolded. The stove was 
completely wrecked and great masses Of Mortar 
aud broken brick decorated the floor, Both egy. 
teatants were promptly. escorted to the Chegtyyt 
street station, where they gave bond to appear in 
thé Police Court to-morrow and answer to a charge 
of disturbing the peace. 
JUSTICE SHEEHAN 

was seen soonafter by a Posr Drspatca reporter 
and said: “Thisis the highest handed piece of 
business on the part of the owners of this building 
and the Chief of Police that I have heard of. Here 
l was in possession of these premises when all at 
once @ man breaks in here with with a force of me- 
chanics to go to work on my room and prevent 
the transaction of my business, Not only that, but 
a squad of police are sent here to keep the peace 
between me and Mr. Wnite. Mind you, the police 
were hére at 7 o'clock to-day, when I was in bed. 
Just think of such a thing as sending police to keep 
the peace between two men, one of whom was in 
bed at the time, Il have possession 

these premises until April 30, 
and i have Mr. White's statement 
to that effect in black and white. The funny thing 
about it is that after the scrimmage Mr. White 
showed me an injunction, issued by the court, re- 
straining me from using these premises. I know 
very well that this buildingis being repaired and 
that the walis along my office are weak; but they 
were made so by the architect's laborers in the other 
room and below. Now they come in and 
want me to stand the effects of their labors. Mr. 
White, as agent for James R. Bissell.had a recourse 
in law, and that was to notify me by enjoining me, 
but this he never did, and ins‘ead forcibiy broke in 
here. lwililetno mando that. I shall institute 
civil proceedings against the owner of this building 
and the architect.’ 

Immediately after the unpleasantness Mr. White 
had an injunction served on the Justice, restrain- 
ing him from the temporary occupancy of the 
room. Sergt. Sharpenburg, when asked how he 
happened to be on the ground so early, in oppo- 
sition to ali police precedents. said that be had re- 
ceived orders last night from the Four Courts to be 
on hand at the building at 7 this morning to keep 
the peace. All be did was to obey orders.

The Storm in Texas. 
Datias, Tex., April 24.—Reports are now in from 


| the different points which suffered by the great 


floods early in the week, and it is possible to a cer- 
tain extent to summarize the disaster. 

At Gainesville the rain ceased about dark yester- 
day, and the Pecan and the Elm have returned to 
their banks. The reports of loss of life were great- 
ly exaggerated. Many stories of remarkable es- 
capes are told. A great many people 
supposed to have been lost were 
rescued from trees afier being hours 


in their dangerous predicament. All the boftom 
lands in this vicinity were flooded, and the material 
damage done was enormous. 

At Eagle Pass there was a cyclone, but no rain. 
A cloudburst is reported on the Curoa, thirty-five 
miles east of Eagie Pass, by which 1,200 sheep were 
drowned and other damae done. 

At Wichita Falls rain fel all day Tuesday. The 
Fort Worth and Denver Rai-road was washed out, 
but it is generally conceded that the rain did more 
good than harin. 

At St. Joe the storm was very disastrous, houses 
and outbuildings were swept away. No loss of life 
has been reported. 

At Houston, during the storm, a ball of fire fell to 
the ground at the corner of Main and Fravklin 
streets. 

At Corpus Christi the Texas Mexican Railway 
was washed out and several miles of telegraph wire 
are down. 

All over the State the storm has raged with more 
or less devastation. The electric display was every- 
where wonderful. At Laredo especially. solid 
sheets of flame added to the terror of the scene.

Strange Revelation Concerning the 
Mysterious Prisoner Who Died 
on Thursday.

A Story Which Gives His Real Name—Some- 
thing as to the Good Family to Which He 
Belonged, and an Outline of the Most 
Extraordinary Method by Which He 
Chose to Find a,.Livelihood, . 


“J can throw some light on the identity of that 
mysterious man, Joho Lester, who died at the City 
Hospital yesterday,” said a gentleman last evening, 
“but Ihave reasons for not wishing to have my 
name mentioned in the matter." 

“Did you know him?” 

“Yes, and he was just as interesting a character 
as the article in the Post-DisPatca made him out 
to be, although probably not entitled to sympathy 
to the extent that impiied.” 

“When did you meet him?” 

“He was in St. Louis for about six weeks before 
he was arrested for theft. When he arrived here 
he had a little money, and he took board at a place 
where I was temporarily stopping. I was attracted 
to him from the very first by reason of his very 
notable degree of intel igence and his quiei, pleas- 
ant manner. He was known then by the name he 
bore when he died—John Lester—but I was not 
long acquainted with him before 1 discovered that 
that was not his real name.” 

“Did he give you anything of his history?” 

“at first he said he was a native of Aberdeen, Scot- 
land, and that his father was a surgeon in charge of a 
hospital there. But when we became well acquainted 


he finally admitted me that that story was 
untrue, and that he was a native of Canaida. From 
what he told me, and what I learned in other ways, 
1 was satisfied that he was a Canadian, that his 
name was Scariett, and that ne had a brother who is 
a reporter on the New York Hera!d. My best recol- 
lection is, taat he said his father held the position of 
what he called‘Minister of Education’ in either Mon- 
treal or Quebec. I notced he was running witha 
pretty hard case named McCullough, who has since 
served atermin the Work House, and I Jearned 
that they knew each other in Canada, Finaily I 
asked McCullough a few questions one day, and

“That was the strangest thing of all.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST CHOLERA. 


An Important Conference of Health Off- 
cials in New York City. 

New Yors, April 24.—A conference of the Health 
officers of New York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore, New Haven and Bostong was held at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotei yesterday to discuss quarantine 
matiers generally and to agree upon uniform regu- 
lations so at to prevent the introduction of cholera 
into this country. It was decided to establish more 
rigid rules and to throw additiona] safe guards 
around those now in force. The matter of the 
adie ssion of old rags was taken up and freely dis- 
cussed and it was concluded to estabiish a 
close quarantine against them, and to allow none 
to be .anded except after being thoroughly boiied 
or steamed by the superheated steam process. The 
sulphur process was deciared to be a failure, and 
the conference decided agaiust it. It was men- 
tioned, incidentally, tuat the fact of there being so 
few cases of sinali-pox in New York city during the 
past month was traceable to the stringent rexzula- 
tions requiring all oid rags to be disinfected The 
decision reached to make a close quarantine against 
all oid rags will be carried out atail the Atlaatic 
ports, aud will, it is believed, preveat the intro- 
duction of disease into this country through such 
importation. :
